NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—Henry George is 
continuing his“ tour of observation for the 
Journal in New York State. He writes to 
this mornipg's issue from Syracuse as fol- 
lows: 

“Since I wrote from Buffalo I have stopped 
at Medina, in Orleans County; at Rochester, 
in Monroe County, and here in Onondaga 
County, and have sought the best informa- 
tion I cOuld get as to the political feeling, 
not only in these and the adjoining counties, 
but through the whole Western portion of 
the State. The net result is to convince me 
that the political tide is running in favor 
of Bryan through the Western half of the 
State of New York with wider steps and 
greater force than has been appreciated by 
the Republican politicians, or even as yet 
by the Democratic politicians.

of Democratic despair that made the Re- 
publicans confident of even more than their 
accustomed majorities.

Immense Donations for the University 
of California. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 26.—The Uni- 
versity of California is to be made richer by

“Keep the people ignorant and amused, 
and they will forget their wrongs.” 
Bishop Worthington, speaking for the 
American Plutocrats,: says:

Very recent experiments show that when 
the elec:ro-inagnets are located in fhe 
ne'ghborhood of targets used in pra sing 
with modern army rifles the course of the 
bullets s changed, so that the marksman- 
ship of the riflemen counts for little or 
nothing. 

A powerful electro-magnet placed near the 
target defiected a steel bullet twenty-four 
yards in a range of only 260 yards. In a 
range of 3.000 yards with the dynamo 200 
ya in front of the target and 40 yards 
to the side every shot was diverted 
least 14 degrees. 

“The immediate conclusion was that a sec- 
tion of infantry exposed to a fire at 300 
yards would be comparatively safe with 
a dynamo operating on its fiank, while a 
whole company would be in the same secur- 
ity at 500 yards, and artillery fire would 
be rendered innocuous at 1,000 yards.

An American Prisoner Asserted Hie 
Manhood and Was Shot Dead 
by an Officer. 


DENVER, Colo., Oct. 26.—Charles Lochte 
of this city, who joined the Cuban army 
last spring, and was taken prisoner by the 
Speniards, and after three weeks’ impris- 
onment in Moro Castle was released 
through the intercession of Consul-General 
Lee, has just arrived home.

Erb, . mag A fireman on the Denver & 
Rio Grande ilway at Leadville, shot down 
in cold blood by a Spanish officer. 

“Erb was taken prisoner at the same time 
as myself. We were held as prisoners on 
the side of the railroad track, awaiting the 
train to ca us to Havana. A Spanish 
officer enter into conversation with Erb, 
who exclaimed defiantly that he was an 
American citizen and expected to be treated 
like a man. The officer drew a six-shooter 
and killed Erb on the spot. 

“While confined in the castle I witnessed 
many startling scenes. Every morning 
the prisoners are obliged to go to the sea- 
shore to bathe. They are sent out in gangs 
of twenty men, under heavy guard. I no- 
ticed that some never return The miss- 
ing men were eaten by sharks. Hundreds 
and perhaps thousands of prisoners have 
been disposed of through the agency of the 
sharks. 

The doors of the inclosure surrounding 
the castle are left open as if to invite es- 
cape, but no man who has made the at- 
tempt hes ever been heard of again. Those 
ae attempt to leave are shot down like

He Slipped Away From the Spaniards 
and Forced the Line. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Oct. 26.—Well-informed 
passengers, who have arrived from Havana, 
give an account of Gen. Munoz’s attack on 
Maceo’s camp chat differs from the one 
cabled from Havana, Munoz did 
not drive Maceo out of his camp 
near Cacarajicara, Maceo spread the re-

marched in that direction to attack Maceo,

During the carnage Maceo, with his follow- 
ers, crossed the line of the trocha into 
Havana province, where they joined the 
forces of Gen. Aguirre.

ATTRIBUTED BY SHOE MEN TO A 
| SCARCITY OF COWHIDES. 


NO DEAL TO RAISE PRICES. 


Happy Is the Man Who Has Provided 
Himself and Family With 
Winter Footwear. 


Happy is the man who has provided him- 
self and his family with shoes for the ap- 
proaching winter, for a scarcity of cow- 
hide is bulling the shoe market. 

To heuds of families the scarcity, so 
fraught with all that is pleasurable for the 
Small boy, brings nothing but ili luck. When 
the prices of shoes advance, every man's 
pocket is touched, and shoes have already 
gene up.“ It is thought by St. Louis 


manufacturers that they will continue to 
“go up,” perhaps until they are out of 
reach of all save those able bo afford lux- 

The scarcity of hides is affecting the 

ces of all grades of footwear, from the 

est French kid to the coarsest cowhide 
boot. Advances are being made all along 
the line, different grades being affected in 
different degree. 

A similar advance occurred last year, not 
quite so widely extended, which was then 
laid at the door of the Sole Leather trust. 
It is more than probable that the trust 
has something to do with the present en- 
hancement of values, although St. Louis 
manufacturers attribute it to a scarcity of 
hides. It was even rumored that a combina- 
tion had been effected by the St. Louis man- 
ufacturers and that pricés to jobbers would 
be advanced 50 cents a pair on all grades of 
shoes, Nov. 1, as a result. No verification 
of the rumor could be secured, but there 
was plenty of evidence at hand to prove that 
@ great many persons will have to hustle to 
avoid going barefoot this winter. 

Secretary J. L. La Prell of the Hamilton- 
Brown Shoe Co., who also is the buyer for 
his house, stated to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that leather is already advancing, 
and that indications point to a continued 
@dvance without any end in sight. 

„ We have advices from Eastern manu- 
facturers,’’ said Mr. La Prell, ‘‘stating that 
upper leather hides have advanced to 8% 
cents a pound from 5% cents, the former 
rice, in the last sixty days. Oil grain 
eather has advanced 4 cents a foot and 
sole leather from 3% cents to 4 cents a 
pound. Split leather is now 3 cents a 
pound higher, according to our advices, 
and satin calf from 2 to 3 cents a pound. 
Our correspondents write that on account 
of these advances it costs 17% cents a pair 
more to manufacture men’s oil grain shoes 
now than it did last spring, 12% cents a 
if more for split shoes and 12% cents to 

5 cents a pair more for satin calf shoes. 

“We have advices also that a great deal of 
upper and sole leather is being sold in the 

Boston markets at rapidly advancing prices. 
Everything points to leather being high. 
What I have stated applies to men’s shoes. 
Our correspondents from various factories 
claim they are getting on future orders an 
advance of 5 cents a pair on women’s don- 
gola and glove-grain goods. If leather con- 
tinues to advance, we will be compelled to 
get ee eon. 

Mr. La Prell added that shoes are al- 
ready higher. 

President George W. Brown of the Brown 
Shoe Co. said: 

“There has already been an advance in 
leather ad in shoes. Two leather men were

“The advance in the last six weeks has 
been very considerable and there is every 
sndieation of a continued strong leather 
market, consequent upon a scarcity of 
hides.

After exhausting 
their present stock they cannot replenish 
without paying more and must accordingly 
sel! what they have at an advance. 

ö As for any agreement between St. Louis 

manufacturers that would be an impossi- 
bility, as no two houses make the same 
lines of goods and there could hardly be an 
arbitrary advance of 50 cents a pair, re-

When in repose the boy’s face is not re- 
pulsive, but when he attempts to smile the 
effort causes the face to become hideously 
distorted. 


The outward appearance of the freak, 
unusual as it is, is not nearly so peculiar 
and interesting as the condition and loca- 
tion of his interior organs.

It is because of the contraction of 
the muscles of the hands that these mem- 
bers have assumed the condition of claws. 
The muscles of the ankles and legs have 
been Pimilarly affected. This causes the 
foot to “‘crop’”’ when the boy sits. The toes 
point directly toward the floor and he has no 
power to utilize the muscles of his ankles 
to hold his foot level.
